Painleve, accompanied by two aides, 
each flying in separate planes, has 
sped from one continent to another 
in twelve hours on a mission that 
may weigh heavily with the destiny 
of Franee’s African empire. The pre- 
mier will visit the front, where the 
French forces, harassed by the burn- 
ing African heat, are beating off the 
attacks of the native tribesmen. 


Willing For Peace On Terms. 


In an interview before he hopped 
off from Toulouse at dawn, Painleve 
declared France was disposed to make 

ace with Abd-El-Krim, the Riffian 
eader, but not while the latter sought 
to capture Fez or incité the Moslem 
world against France. France had 
no intention of taking an inch of ter- 
ritory, he said. 

“The day the Riffians renounce 
their attempt to march on Fez, and 
accept an honest peace and normal 
economic relations with our zone and 
the natives, France will be ready to ap- 
ply the word of Marshal Lyautey that 
the enemies of today be the collabor- 
ators of tomorrow,” he declared,

The two planes landed here a few 
minutes after 5 o’clock, completing the 
flight from Philadelphia in less than 
three and one-half hours. It was an- 
other three and ohe-half hours before 
the NA-3 was reported from Cape Cod. 

Commander Byrd said that 20 min- 
utes after the three Amphibians had 
taken off from the Philadelphia navy 
yard, he had seen the NA-3 apparent- 
ly turn back from its starting point. 
Slight engine trouble dev eloped in the 
NA-1, he said, and at one time he 
was afraid he would be forced to 
land in the Delaware river, but the 
trouble righted itself and the fog in 
Long Island was the only untoward 
incident of: the flight, thereafter. 


Philadelphia, June 10.—Fit for any 
service, the three amphibian planes 
to be used. on the MacMillan Arctic

The NA-I, the first to get away, 
left the ground at 1:24 p. m., day- 
light-saving time. The NA-2 and the 
NA-3 followed at minute intervals. 
They headed down the Delaware river 
in the teeth of a stiff wind, circled 
around and then started north. 

The flight was begun without any 
ceremony, and was witnessed by of- 
ficers, sailors and employees at the 
yard, among whom was a sprinkling 
of women and children. In one little 
group stood the wife and small son 
of Lieutenant Commander R. EK. Byrd, 
in charge of the fliers, who was in 
the NA- 1. 

Leave On Schedule. 
The thousand and one little things 


‘to be done before a long flight were 


completed a half hour before the 
scheduled start at 1:30, The pilots 
and their mechanicians stepped into 
the planes a few minutes after 1 
o'clock ; engines were started and test- 
ed and the machines were off before 
the scheduled time, amid the cheers 
of the onlookers. The weather was 
hot and a trifle hazy. 

After making the sweep down the 
river and then repassing the yard as 
the crowd waved to the aviators, the 
planes formed the regular flying “V,” 
headed by the NA-1 and were soon 
lost in the haze over the river. ‘The 
fliers expected to follow the Delaware 
to Trenton, N. J., then cut east to 
New York bay and head up Long 
Island sound, using the water route, 
as far ans possible, to the naval air 
station at Squantum. 

uring the final hour of prepara- 
tioh. Lieutenant Commander Byrd 
sat in the aviation office plotting his 
course and adjusting his compaxs. 
His five-year-old’son, Dickie, up from 
Virg:.ia to see his father - off, sat 
proudly beside him. Mrs. Byrd was 
with her husband, as was his mother. 

The aviators prepared for -their 
long flight as nonchalantly as though 
they. were embarking on .a short 
routine flight.

Giving her philosophy of life 
before a huge crowd of persons gath- 
ered at DeKalb county courthouse at 
noon today, Mrs. Felton held her 
audience spellbound with her elo- 
quence. She @as the honor guest of 
the Decatur Woman’s club and other 
women’s organizations. Scott Cand- 
ler presided at the birthday party held 
to do honor to DeKalb’s distinguished 


guest. 


Mrs. Felton told of the history mah- 
ing epochs through which she has 
lived, and told of the wonderful prog- 
ress of eivilization during her four 
score years and ten as.an honor 
citizen of the Empire state. When 
she was nine years old, she read the 
first trans-continental telegram, She 
talked over the first telephone ever 
built—the line ran from Baltimore to 
Washington and election returns were 
made over it.

COHEN PRESENTS 
COINS TO STUDENTS. 

BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Lexington, Va., June 10—(By the 
Associated Press.) —Major John S&S. 
editor of The Atlanta Journal, today 
presented each member of the 1925 
graduating class and each member of 
the board of trustees of Washington 
and Lee university, of Lexington, Va., 
a Confederate Memorial half-dollar. 

The coins, minted by the govern- 
ment of the United States in honor of 
Stone Mountain, carry the likeness of 
General Robert E. Lee, the beloved 
general of the Confederate armies, 
mounted on ‘“Traveler,” his war horse, 
and also the likeness of his great 
Lieutenant General “Stonewall” Jack- 
Som. 

Major Cohen a year ago was given 
the degree of Doctor of Laws by 
Washington and Lee, his alma mater, 
in acknowledgment of the work he 
did in behalf of the department. of 
journalism at the university. He in- 
tended to go in person to present the 
Confederate Memorial half-dollars but 
was prevented by illness. 

Letter to' Dr. Smith. 

He sent the coins to Dr. Henry 
Louis Smith, president of the univer- 
sity, to present for him with the fol- 
lowing letter: 

“My dear Dr. Smith: 

“The most chivalric act in the an- 
nals of the American government was 
the minting of the Stone Mountain 
Memorial coin, ‘to the valor of the 
soldier of the south.’ Passed unani- 
mously by the congress and réadily 
approved by the president, the law un- 
der which this gracious tribute was 
rendered is written not only on the 
statute books, but in the hearts of 
a united people. 

“As one whose father fought for the 
Stars and Bars, and as one whose own 
fortune it was to serve in a later war 
under the Stars and Stripes, I am p pro- 
foumdly grateful for the nationwide 
understanding and good will which 
the memorial co§s bespeak. To us 
of the southland they are sacred 
tokens, for they bear the image of 
Robert E. Lee and Stonewall Jackson. 

“It seems to me most fitting that 
the first of the coins to reach old 
Virginia should go where rests the hal- 
lowed dust of that heroic twain—to 
historic Lexington—and to the beloved 
university where e spirit of Lee 
broods in special bé@hediction. 

“May I ask, sir, that you do me 
the honor of accepting, for yourself 
and for each of the board of trustees, 
with my best wishes, to each of the 
members of the present graduating 
class one of these coins now ringing 
with noble sentiment and certain to 
achieve noble history.

STATE BANK DEPOSITS 
SET NEW RECORDS 


T. R. Bennett, state superintendent 
of bauks, in making publie his annual 
report for 1924 on Wednesday morn- 
ing, showed that Georgia's banks set 
a new record for assets and total de- 


posits at the end of the year. 

On January 1, 1925, the assets were 
$487,155,800.12, and deposits totaled 
$352,693,880.12. 

One of the remarkable features of 
the report is the fact that total assets 
of state banks showed a considerable 
increase over the previous year. de- 
spite the fact that the merger of the 
Lowry Bank of Atlanta and the At- 
a National bank transferred over 

,000 worth of assets to the na- 
oes bank asset column. State bank 
assets are given as 32 
with national bank assets of $205. 
342.000. 


There were 559 state banks with 45 
branches, under the oe of the 
state department of.banking on Jan- 
uary 1. During 1924 four banks, 
including the Atlanta Commercial 
bank had their capital stock increas- 
ed, while eight néw banks were char-

Enlightened Public Opinion 
College Athletics Needed 


) Cambridge, Mass.,. June 10.—(By 
the Associated. Press.)——-Much has 


o| been aceomplished in improving the 


‘athletic situation in American col- 
leges in the last 20 or even 10 years, 
but the ideal has not been reached 
or even approached, says a_ report 
prepared for the American Associa- 
tion of University Professors by a 


+! committee headed by Professor T. F. 


| Moran, of Purdue, and ,made public 
today. 

“The most pressing need of the 
collegiate athletic situation at the 
present time is the cultivation of a 
vigorous and _ enlightened public 
opinion among those persons and 
groups most vitally interested,” the 
report says. 

“The board in control of athleties 
is charged with an exceedingly diffi- 
cult task and at best can only 
partially suecessful when cdlled upon 
to enforce eligibility~ requirements ‘in 
the face of active opposition on the 
part of undergraduates, alumni and 
associations of business and profes- 
sional mer, but a considerable num- 
ber of our students, alumni and 
athletic experts have right attitudes 
toward the problem of intercollegiate 
athletics. Why should it not he 
feasible to organize and coordinate 


ithose forces? 


“You can never hope to superim- 
‘pose a code of athletic rules and re- 
‘organization by main force upon the 
' American. college student, but if you 
‘ean convince him 
and regulations are for the best in- 


that these rules! 


terest of his alma mater and inter- | 
cqllegiates in general you can win his 
whole-hearted support. 

“The alumni present a rather dif- 
ficult problem. I believe that the or- 
ganized alumni shave for the most 
part a correct attitude toward the 
regulation of intercollegiate athletics. 
There are many individuals, however, 
and some informal groups who are 
doing about all they can to debauch 
the whole athletie situation. Some 
of them have been successful finan- 
cially and think it a patriotic duty 
as Well as a pleasure to hire ath- 
letes to attend their alma mater, 

“If the pressure of a wholesome 
alumni public opinion can be made 
effective in removing this rather 
widespread evil’a very great and posi- 
tive good will have been accomplished 
for intercollegiate athletics and for 
the boys who participate. 

“Sinee intereollegiate competition 
has become tense, business and- pro- 
fessional men in many communities 
have interested themselves in athletic 
affairs. The intentions of ~ these 
‘boosters’ are sometimes good, some- 
times doubtful, sometimes indifferent 
and sometimes yicions. Many of them 
‘are not college graduates and do not 
see the imperative necessity of pre- 
serving amateurism and. honesty in 
college sports. Others are sordid 
enough to spend their money to bring 
great crowds to the college town to 
stimulate trade.

McCall, stated that the gift was to be administered by Mrs. S. H. Inman, 
Mrs: John K: Ottley and Mrs. McCall. 


Mr. Beck is one of the most promi- 
reiit capitalists of Atlanta, and has 
made many generous donations to 
worthy organizations. He is deeply 
gaterested in education and values the 
achievement of the Georgia Federa- 
tion’s mountain school, 

An unusual and interesting part of 
the announcement of this donation, 
was that Mrs. McCall proved that a 
woman can keep a secret for 38 days, 
for she had this information regard- 
ing Mr. Beck’s scholarship fund, and 
guatded it so that even the officers 
of the Georgia Federation were ‘g- 
norant of its award until the Wed- 
nésday morning session, at which 
time it was reeeived with great ap- 
jlause and appreciation.

WHEAT PRICES 
TAKE SUDDEN FALL 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Chicago, June 10,—Wheat prices 
underwent a sudden fall of 7 1-2 
cents a bushel today from an earlier 
gain.of 4 cents. The bulge, due 
chiefly to a rush of buying that re- 
sulted from the United States govern- 
ment crop report, was more than off- 
set later through heavy selling to re- 
alize ae and to prepare for the 
first Canadian government report of 
the season. It was expected the Ca- 
nadian reports would show a probable 
Canndian wheat yield of more than 
100,000,000 bushels in excess of last 
year’s harvest. Closing quotations on 
wheat were weak, 2 3-4 cents to 4 1-2 
cents net lower, July $1.62 1-2 and 
September $1.60 to $1.60 1-4, with 
corn 3-Se to 1 3-4e down, oats 2e to 
2 7-Se off, and provisions at 10c to 
12c to 27¢ decline. 


Highest prices of the.day in the 
wheat market came as soon as the 
market opened. It was only in the 
final hour, though, that values started 
downward in good earnest. Then the 
fact became more and more apparext 
that an enormous amount of selling 
which during the first part of the 
day had been carried on to realize 
profits had overweighed the market, 
notwithstanding that the official 
United States crop figures pointed to 
a probable domestic production of 6,- 
000,000. bushels less than recent pri- 
vate estimates had called for. 

Canadian wheat crop figures were 
generally expected here to show an 
increase of acreage as well as a high 
condition. Besides, crop conditions in 
Europe are favorable, some advices 
having it that France is likely to 
produce as much wheat as in 1921, 
when the French harvest, 321,000,000 
bushels, turned eut to be sufficient. 
Under such circumstarces, smallness 
of new export business today, 200,000 
bushels, tended further to weaken the 
market at the last. 

Corr and oats advanced and reacted 
in line with wheat. Rye also trailed 
the leading cereal, and closed 4 3-4c¢ 
to 6 1-4c¢ net lower. 

Provisions were responsive to the 
decline both of hog values and of 
grain.

Washington, June 10.—Crop and 
weather conditions in southern states’ 
for the week ended yesterday were 
summarized by the department of 
agriculture today as follows: 


and general soil condition on jhe cot- 
ton crop was rather igregular. It was’ 
generally warm but rainfall was local 
and more moisture was needed, par- 
ticularly for late-planted cotton, in 
many localities. 

In Texas the progress of the crop 
was fair in northern and western 
portions, but poor in most of the cen- 
tral counties and in the south where. 
many plants were small and blooming 
prematurely in some sections; the 
general condition averages rather 
poor, but rain over much of the state 
at the close of the week will be heip- 
ful. In Oklahoma and Agkansas cot- 
ton made very good advance, with the 
fields generally clean and chopping 
well along; early plants were setting 
squares in southeastern Oklahoma and 
a few blooms were appearing as far 
north as central Arkansas. The 
weather was generally favorable in 
Louisiana. =e 

Progress was mostly only faig in 
Mississippi and Alabama, as growta 
way checked by dry soil, with some 
late-seeded not yet up in the latter 
state. In Georgia early. cotton made 
fair growth and was withstanding 
the drought well, but the late made 
poor progress, with some still un- 

rminated. Rainfall was beneficial in

‘But I have seen wonders done and 


I am feminine enough to rejoice that 
women can prolong their youth, their 
beauty and their “good time.” 
Money and clothes help beauty. 
The drudge who does nothing but 
work ,work, work, has little time to 
cultivate her looks. Hence the great 
temptation to use a pretty face for 
other things than work .. . and 
who can blame her? Nature is her 
ally, and the desire of man. But to 
go more deeply into this: would lead 
me too far. 
It is every woman’s ambition to be 
beautiful, at least to be attractive, 
charming. to please. All women want 
to please. She would not be a real 
woman if she did not. Can I give 
;any advice and rules to ~o by? A 
difficult question! But I-do think 
there are one or two good principles 
which can serve all the world over: 
I am positively sure that the af- 
fected, self-conscious, pretentious 
woman is the one who has least 
charm. What, then, does charm re- 
side in, health? Enthusiasm? Belief 
in one’s own “‘star’’?- In an oberbub- 
bling of life? 

_ Secret of True Charm. 
It is hard to say. It can depend 
upon the tiniest little trick of nature 
~—-the line of an eyebrow, the tone of 
a voice, in a certain way of laughing, 
of throwing back the head, of. being 
eager, attentive, of coming into a 
room. Charm is so. subtle a thing, so 
immaterial, yet it is taking, penetrat- 
ing, it can hold you fast and never 
let you go again. 
The statuesque, languid, supercil- 
lous, disdainful woman has seldom 
charm. She can be alluring, distract- 
ing. She can make artists rave. 
Crimes even have been committed for 
her. She can fascinate, inspire pas- 
sion, but charm is something else. 
The quiet, timid girl can be full of 
charm, less so, evidently, than her 
liv elier sister, but there is charm in 
the little grey mouse with large anx- 
ious eyes. But I think that the great ,

Charm is not solely the possession 
of youth. The old woman can have 
it as well as the young one, the plain 
one as well as the beauty. There is 
often greater charm to be found in 
a face upon which life has written 
its story than.in a quite young face, 
unlined, unmarked by the hand of 
time. There is a fascination about 
eyes that have seen much and still 
remained kindly, in a smile that has 
sadness beneath its outward brave 
vaiety. Painters love these face and 
lave made of them their greatest pic- 
tures. 

“How I Keep Young.” 

I'he thinker, the poets elso love 
these faces, and young eyes turn to- 
ward them because of the mystery 
they seem to hold. 

Beauty and charm. The subject is 
so vast that I feel it keeps running 
away irom the, branching out in a 
thousand directions, elusive, tantaliz- 
ing. I ought to sum up, come to some 
conclusion, but like running water, my 
argament, my thought, my pictures 
seem to slip through my fingers. 
When I think I have come to an ‘end, 
I diseover there is more and more. 

Asked one day by an American re- 
porter what I did to remain so young 
I cotld not help smiling a young and 
yet world-old smile. 

“(Good humor,’ I answered, “good 
health, an overpowering. desire to 
make others happy, a keen never-te- 
he-guenched interest in life and all 
its problems, a natural disposition to 
be generous, amused, forgiving, a love 
of open air, as few cosmetics ‘as pos- 
sible and the good habit of washing 
my face well before going tc bed. 

“Water and soap are not absolutely 
necessary. The really good lotions 
and creams have their advantage when 
wisely chosen. And one more recom- 
mendation : Next morning I awake 
full ef joy because another day has 
begun.” 

Would you like more explicit, more 
practical, more positive advice? That 
I would then have to give you an- 
other time—hut I think many others 
would be able to do it better than I.

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Gerard Tells Caurt 


Of Work as Treasurer | 
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Of Democrat Committee tae 


New York, Jane 10.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—James W. Gerard, for- 
mer ambassador to Germany, today 


appeared in the supreme court, and 
told of his- activities as treasurer of 
the democratic national committee in 
connection with the suit against the 
committee by Van Patten, Inc., an 
advertising agency, for $84,000. 

Parlier in the day, Mr. Gerard was 
exonerated of charges of contempt of 
court, growing out of his failure to 
answer summonses naming him as a 
defendant. He explained he had never 

n served with the formal summons. 

Mr. Gerard said in court that he 
had been elected treasurer of the com- 
mittee, but never had been a member 
of it. He said that he was not held 
to account for any money expended 
for advertising or any other purpose, 
but that he merely paid out funds 
according to the orders of the com- 
mittee heads. 

Chairman Jesse Jones, of the fi- 
nance committee, Mr. Gerard said, 
had charge of raising money for the 
campaign. He thought he remember- 
ed the contract with Van Patten, Inc., 
but did not know the total to be used. 

The witness offered to produce his 
journals to show the amounts paid 
out. Mr. Gerard reiterated that he, 
was not a party to the suit filed by 
Chairman Clem Shaver against the 
agency, and added he had taken steps 
to see that his name was dropped 
from that litigation. .

GERMANY ASSUMES 
WAITING ATTITUDE. 3 
Berlin, June 10,—(By the Asso- 
ated Vress.)—The German foreign 
office has assumed a waiting atti- 
tude with respect to the negotiations 
for the proposed security pact. 
“Most of the so-called semi-in- 


spired comments emanating from Ge- 
neva these days on the Briand-Cham- 
berlain negotiations is utter nonsense 
and merely makes the complicated 
situation more confused,” was the ob- 
servation today of a German foreijzn 
office official. 

“The German government, therefore, 
does not intend to make any comment 
at this stage.” : 

“Germany,” said ais official, “has 
insisted from the beginning on two 
points, first that the whole complex 
problém, including a_ security pact, 
evacuation of the Cologne zone and 
the Ruhr, disarmament, and Ger- 
many’s entry into the league of na- 
tions, constitutes one entity and 
cannot. be settled except conjointly. 
and, second, that the only method of 
disposing of the matter satisfactorily 
is through a new international con- 
ference where responsible statesmen 
can meet face to face.” 

As to Germany's joining the league 
he said: 

“Germany's position is that she can 
only join the league if on an equal 
footing with the other members, but 
so long as sanctions are still effec- 
tive against us, so long as our ter- 
ritory is occupied and so long as the 
eharge of non-fulfillment of our dis- 
armament obligations is upon us, we 


cannot see that our entry would be 


on a hasis of equality. We, there- 
fore, wanted these other questions 
cleared up, and then to crown this 
whole settlement work of the Euro- 
pean situation by entering the 
league.”
